Rumors of 
Fighting. 


Num berless 
rumors 
are afloat of 
fighting in the western part of the 
province of Havana, but the only facts 
that have materialized are that Ban­ 
d e ra ’s band, which has been increased 
to seventy, while proceeding near the 
railroad between 
Guanajay and San 
Antonio de bis 
Patios 
encountered 
eight rural guards, who immediately 
surrendered, were disarmed and let 
go. 
Other smaller bands have gone 
out in that vicinity and probably will 
concentrate with B an d era’s force. The 
latter has attacked and rifled stores 
and stolen mules and horses at pleas­ 
ure. 
The hand stopped one railway 
train and shot at an automobile. 
Many revolutionists are reported to 
have l**ft Guanajay, including Colonel 
Llaneras, who was captured with a 
negro companion and a coach loaded 
with arms, ammunition, medicines and 
twenty machetes. 
Several more arrests 
have

made in Havana of persons suspected 
of aiding the insurrection. Some small 
quantities of arm s and ammunition 
have been seized. 
The house and senate after a con­ 
ference with Secretary of State O’Far- 
rill adopted a resolution declaring that 
the m em bers would endeavor to s e ­ 
cure jointly and personally the r e e s ­ 
tablishment of order. 
The m ayor of Consolacion del Stir 
has boon suspended on suspicion of 
assisting the insurgents, and other of­ 
ficials are suspected. 


Conspiracy Discovered. 


V conspiracy has been discovered 
at Matanzas and the authorities are in 
possession of a list of n am es of thus 
alleged to be connected with the plot, 
several of whom have been arrested 
Tho first death resulting from tin 
insurrection 
occurred Monday after 
noon.
